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No amendment to the claims has been filed by Applicant. 
Applicant continues to argue that the rejection based on Makarios reference is foulty generally because Makarios does not appear to be 
all relevant. With respect to this argument examiner points out that the application of Macarios reference was explicitly demonstrated in 
the previous office actions. For exammple: 

the limitation "a shared tuple space for effecting inter site communications between the different sites" is met by an information space 
constructed to span a group of one or more server systems. The information space is based on the tuple-space paradigm (see abstract). 
The "Coordinator manager within each of the sites for receiving user initiated requests from the Private Tuple Space to communicate 
between user agents at the different sites" is met by a coordination entity configured to provide storage location information of a tuple 
stored on a first server to a second server over the computer network in response to a request for the storage location information of the 
tuple (see column 5, lines 1-12). 

Therefore, Makarios is indeed relevant to the extend of meeting the limitations of the claims. 

Rejection of the claims 1-9 is maintained. Applicant is encouraged to amend claims in order to clearly destinguish the claimed 
invention from the art of record.
